EVERY NOW and then I 
hear someone say with some 
annoyance: “This country is 
not a democracy. It is a re¬ 
public/ 'But when I ask what 
is the difference they give 
muddled replies. So I got out 
Thorndike's Senior Diction¬ 
ary to look for myself, and 
here is what I found: 

Democracy—A country in 
which the people rule, either 
directly or through elected 
representatives. The United 
States is a democracy. 

Republio—A country in 
which the p e o p le rule 
through elected representa¬ 
tives. 

In other words, our nation 
is a democracy because the 
people, if they'll get out and 
vote, can rule it and in most 
cases do, though they do it 
through elected representa¬ 
tives. 

The dictionary positively 
states it is a democracy. But 
it is also a republic because 
most of our decisions are 
made by our elected repre¬ 
sentatives. The exceptions 
are when we vote on bond 
issues, referendums or re¬ 
calls. 

If it weren't for the possi¬ 
bility of such elections some 
of our elected representatives 
might take the bit in their 
teeth and do things we 
might strong disapprove, so 
they are reins by which the 
people are the real rulers 
any time that is necessary. 
So actually, as the dictionary 
says, ours seems to be more 
a democracy than a republic.

A Federal Reserve Bank 
economist notes in the month¬ 
ly review that the consumer 
refused to be panicked by 
the recession into reducing 
his spending drastically. Con¬ 
sumer spending was at a 
record high in the final 
quarter of 1960 despite all 
the talk of recession. 

The bank’s economist says 
the downswing in inventory 
purchases by business may 
have been “excessive,” in 
view of the consumer’s atti¬ 
tude, 

A Midwest investment 
firm reports that today’s 
consumer is spending 40 per 
cent of his dollar with serv¬ 
ice industries, compared with 
32 per cent in 1948. 'The serv¬ 
ice industries include travel 
bureaus, automobile repair 
shops, piano tuner, doctor, 
dancing school and such.

Since its formation in 1951, 
the team of 20 non-paid 
mountain rescue volunteers 
has saved 315 people, mostly 
children, from death or dan¬ 
gerous exposure. 

Search and Rescue is on 
call 24 hours a day. Team 
dispatchers serve on rotat¬ 
ing shifts. Most rescues re¬ 
quire from four to six men 
to handle wire backet litters 
and ropes. 

Volunteers include factory 
workers, business and pro¬ 
fessional men, teachers, 
clerks, craftsmen and a com¬ 
munity hospital administra¬ 
tor. Their employers pay 
their salaries when emergen¬ 
cies take them from their 
work. 

These volunteers, mostly 
family men, devote long 
weekends to training ses¬ 
sions. They go out on simu¬ 
lated rescue missions, study 
rope - climbing techniques, 
map and compass reading, 
Indian tracking methods and 
advanced first aid.

(a) At its first regular meet¬ 
ing following the annual ap¬ 
pointments. the members of the 
Commission shall elect a chair¬ 
man and a vice-chairman, who 
shall hold office for one year, 
but who may be reelected by 
majority vote of the Commis¬ 
sion. Their duties shall be such 
as are usually carried by such 
officers. 

(b) The Commission shall 
adopt rules and regrulatlons to 
govern procedure and shall by 
Resolution set a time for regu¬ 
lar meetings which will be held 
at least once each month. 

(c) A majority of the members 
shall constitute a quorum. 

(d) The City Administrator 
shall appoint a Secretary to the 
Commission who shall maintain 
accurate minutes of the activi¬ 
ties of the Commission. 

Section 2305. DUTIES AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES: 

The duties and responsibilities 
of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission shall be to: 

1. Act in an advisory capacity 
to the City Council and the 
Recreation Director in all mat¬ 
ters pertaining to parks and 
public recreation and to cooper¬ 
ate with other governmental 
agencies and civic groups in the 
advancement of sound park and 
recreation planning and pro¬ 
gramming. 

2. Formulate policies on recre¬ 
ation services for approval by 
the City Council. 

3. Meet with the City Council 
in April and in October of each 
year to discuss proposed policies, 
programs, budgeting, future 
needs or other matters requiring 
Joint deliberation. 

4. Advise the City Council as 
to the minimum qualifications 
for the position of Recreation 
Director; formulate a job de¬ 
scription for the position; and 
recommend one or more candi¬ 
dates for appointment to the po¬ 
sition. 

5. Advise with the Recreation 
Director on problems of admin¬ 
istration, development of recre¬ 
ation areas, facilities, programs 
and improved recreation services. 

e. Recommend the adoption of 
standards on organization, per¬ 
sonnel, areas and facilities, pro¬ 
gram and financial support. 

7. Make periodic inventories of 
recreation services that exist or 
may be needed and interpret the 
needs of the public to the City 
Council and to the Recreation 
Director. 

8. Aid in coordinating the rec¬ 
reation services with the pro¬ 
grams of other governmental 

agencies ano voluntary organi¬ 
zations. 

9. Make periodic appraisals of 
the effectiveness of the Recrea¬ 
tion Director and staff In ad¬ 
ministering the program. 

10. Interpret the policies and 
functions of the Recreation and 

Parks Departments to the pub- 

11. Advise the Recreation Di¬ 
rector in the preparation of the 
annual Park and Recreation 
budgets and a long-range recre¬ 
ation capital Improvement pro¬ 
gram. 

12. Submit annually in April 
a budget for the succeeding fis¬ 
cal year to the City OounoU for 
Its approval In whole or in part. 
Said budget should provide not 
only for recreation services, park 
mamtenanoe and operating costs 
for the ensuing year, but Should 
also contain estimates and rec¬ 
ommendations for such long¬ 
term capital outlay as may be 
n e c es sar y to provide for an or¬ 
derly and coordinated develop¬ 
ment program. 

13. Adopt rules and regulations 
for use of recreation areas and 
facilities In accordance with or¬ 
dinances of the Olty. 

Section 2306. RECREATION 
DEPARTMENT: 

The Recreation Department is 
hereby established for the City 
of Sierra Madre. 

The functions of this Depart¬ 
ment are to provide opportuni¬ 
ties for wholesome, year-round 
public recreation service for 
each age group and to develop 
and maintain in an attractive 
and safe manner the recreation 
areas and facilities of the City. 

Section 2307. RECREATION 
DIBBOTOR; 

(a) The City Council Shall ap¬ 
point, upon the recommendation 
ot the Parks and Rec^tion 
Oommlasion, and the Olty Ad¬
